AN ATTEMPT TO ROB THE WIDOW AND 
FATHERLESS, 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 19.—The Philadel- 
phia Times will say to-morrow that the meanest 
burglars in the United States were in Philadel- 
phia this morning, and attempted to steal the 
$4,000 subscribed by sympathetic citizens for 
the relief of the widow and children of the 
murdered policeman, William D. Johnston. 
Mrs. Johnston still occupies the cottage from 
which Officer Johnston was buried, 3,951 Wal- 
lace-street. After the mother had sent the chil- 
dren to school to-day she started out to look 
for a cheaper home. She was only absent 
about an hour, but in that time the 
house was ransacked from top to bottom. Mrs. 
Johnston had been ironing, and her ironing 
board was inthe kitchen. In hopes of finding 


bank notes concealed in the ironing blanket the 
thieves ripped it from the board. The villains 
examined every kitchen utensil in the room, 
ransacked the dresser, pulled up the carpet, and 
left the room in general disorder. 

In the dining room the thieves went through 
the closet in which the children’s playthings 
were kept. A small writing desk belonging to 
the eldest daughter was broken open and a gold 
lead pencil, the gift of her dead father, was

CHICAGO'S LINOOLN STATUE. 








READY FOR THE UNVEILING CEREMONIES 
OF SATURDAY. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—The statue of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, which is to ornament the southern 
entrance to Lincoln Park, was placed in its per- 
manent position this morning. Very few per- 
sons were aware of the arrival of the magnificent 
work of art,so the elevation to the waiting 
pedestal was performed in the presenc® 
of the park policemen and a few peo- 
ple who happened to be in the © park 
at the time. The statue, which is bronze, 
weighs over 2,000 pounds, The casting, which 
was done by the Henry Bonnard Company, of 
New-York, was a very delicate and difficult 
piece of work, as the chair and figure of Mr 
Lincoin and the heavy base on which both rest 
are all cast in one piece. The statue, which will 
be one of the most artistic ornaments of the 
city, is the gift of the late Eli Bates, long 
time a resident of Chicago, who in his will be- 
, queathed $40,000 for this purpose, naming as 
Trustees of the fund Thomas S. Withrow, George 
Payson, and James C. Brooks. These gentlemen 
intrusted the execution of the trust to the 
sculptor, Augustus St. Gaudens, who made the 
work a labor of love, ana has produced an effigy 
of the martyred President, which is pronounced 
by art critics superior to any yet created. 

The statue will be unveiled and formally pre- 
sented to the people on Saturday afternoon at 
2:30 o’clock. The ceremonies ‘will -consist~-of

A DISMAL DAY IN ATLANTA 


JHE HKIRST STORM OF ‘JHE 
PRESIDENTS TOUR. 

A STEADY, PERSISTENT RAIN MARS THE 
FESTIVITIES—THE PRESIDENT STARTS 
FOR MONTGOMERY. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 19.—It is officially 
stated that the President’s special train which 
is expected to leave Montgomery at 1 o’clock to- 
mortow, will make no stop on its way to Wash- 
ington except, possibly, at Asheville, N. 
C., where it may tarry 15 minutes. 
A statement to the contrary has been 
made with regard to many places along 
the way, but the people who may be brought to- 
gether by such announcements will be disap 
pointed. The train will run slowly, as hereto- 


fore, wherever people are gathered to see the 
President, but the public demonstrations of the 
trip will positively end to-morrow, with the 
possible exception named. 

The Presidential party .breakfasted with Sen- 
ator Colquitt at 10 o’clock this morning. There 
Were about 30 other guests, including most 


of the people of note in town. The day 
has been rainy throughout. The President 
and Mrs. Cleveland entered their flower- 


bedecked carriages at 11 o'clock, and, with an 
escort of cavalry and artillery, nade their way 


through muddy streets to the Exposition 
grounds, three miles away. There were 
Page 40,000 uncomfortable beings wait- 
ng there, who made brave but not very 


successful efforts to cheer the city’s guests and 
who changed wearily ftroni point to point in 
the rain, searching for solid ground to 
stand upon. It was a sadly depressing 
spectacle. The raintall, though never severe, 
Was persistent, and the lowering 
ho promise of change. Tbe procession moved 
sluwly around the race track and brought up 
in frontof the grand stand, where 1t was intended 
that the distinguished party should alight, 
but the President, after cousidering the mud

Cleveland and himself not to venture. His 
carriage Was then driven close to the inuer 
railing and there he waited the passage of 
the troops in review before him. Umbrellas 
had been procured for Mrs. Cleveland and 
himself, but their companions, Messrs. Collier 
and Grady, occupying the front seat, turned 
up their collars, tipped their hats to the North- 
east, Whence the wind came, and braved the 
storm like Spartans. They could be seen to 
smile in a sickly way from time to time as 
they conversed with their guests, and they 
probably did their best to make the oceasion 
interesting. There was a delay of one mortal 
hour before anything happened. The troops 
were ail on hand, but for some reason they 
could not be brought into position. Drums 
were heard beating in a despondent way in the 
distance, and every few minutes a mounted 
policeman came up and drove little knots or 
people from one spos to another. Aft last a dis- 
charge of bombs, a burst of music, and the 
troops, perhaps 1,000 men, came marching and 
slipping past the President, who stvod up in his 
earriage and held his umbrella over him to re- 
ceive them. When the column had passed the 
carriage was with some difliculty extricated 
from the soil, turned round, and,gthe proposed 
military reception having been abandoned, the 
party returned to town. 

In the afternoon the President was enter- 
tained by the Hon. Julius Brown, son of Sen- 
ator Brown. There were present 25 inyited 
guests. The menu, which had been worked in 
feathers in Mexico, was presented to Mr. Cleve- 
land at the close of the dinner. At the same 
hour the most magnificent entertainment 
given Mrs. Cleveland on the trip was provided 
by Mrs. Henry W. Grady. Mrs. Grady is acharm- 
ing hostess, and did the honors of the occasion 
with tact and skill. For two kours the ladies 
of the city calied theregand: paid their respects 
to the President’s wife. In the bbe ay Mr 
general public'reception was given at the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion by Govrand Mra. Gordov. The 
people marched in in streams, but there were so 
many of them when the event closed thousands 
still stood outside unable to gain admittance. 

The great event of the day after the sham bat- 
tie was the torchlight procession of the Young 
Men’s Demoeratic Leagues of the State. A 
drenching rain was falling, but that did not 
dampen the ardor of the enthusiastic cit- 
izeus who thronged the streets with flam- 
jug torches: A literal display of fireworks 
lent brightness to the scene, and between the 
cheers of the people and the countermarching of 
the torchbearers there wassuch ademonstration 
as is seldom seen. 

When the torchbearers had gathered around 
the artesian well, where President Cleveland 
stood in review, he arose and said:

I shall remember 
it not as a personal tribute, but as an evidence 
of the love of the people of the United States for 
the office which represents their sovereignty. 
{[Cheers.} I have secn in the West and South 
such demonstrations as satisfy me that in 
all time to come the Government of our tathers 
is safe. [Greet cheering.] You have illuminat- 
ed in our presence to-night the sentiment 
“Welcome, our President.” ([Cheers.} This 
voices the determination of the people that the 
man occupying this high office shall be Presi- 
dent of the whole people, [great cheering, |] 
responding to all tkeir wants and needs, 
and guided in his official action by 
the dictates and commands of the Con- 
stitution which we are all bound to obey. 
{Great cheering.; You welcome me as your 
President. I am intrusted with the immediate 
execution of that high office, but I beg you 
mot to torget to-night that every one of you has 
a responsibility, too, connected with this high 
office and every branch of your Government. 
Our Government is such that it needs the con- 
stant watchfuiness of the people. It needs 
their Support. It needs their loyalty. [Cheers.] 
I am delighted to-night that this parting 
demonstration should be upon the part of the 
young men of Atlanta and of the State of 
Georgia.

POINTS OF FACT ON WHICH THE OPPOS- 
ING COUNSEL AGREE. 

SaLt Lake City, Oct. 19.—For the pur- 
poses of a motion for the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver the opposing counsel in the church case 
to-day agreed on the following facts: 

That the Tucker-Edmunds act, under which 
the suit is instituted, was received by the Presi- 
dent on Feb. 19, 1887, and was not approved by 
him or returned to the House, in which it orig- 
inated, with his objections; that when the said 
act took effect the Mormon Church had and 
owned through Trustees three parcels of real 
estate known, respectively, as Temple Biock, 
valued at $150,000;.the Tithing House and 
ground, $25,000, and the yards, house, and his- 
torian office, at $60,000; that at the gen- 
eral conference held at Provo, Utah, April 8, 


1887, resolutions were adopted naming William 
Preston, Robert Burton, and John Winder 
Trustees for the property under section 26 of 
the Tucker-Edmunds law; that the first Presi- 
dency of the Mormon Church petitioned the 
Probate Court to make such appointment, and 
on May 19 Preston, Burton, and Winder were 
duly constituted Trustees, and deeds for the 
three tracts of land named were executed to 
them, which the Government claims were Void; 
thaton Feb. 28, 1887, three days before the 
Tucker-Edmunds act became a law, President 
John Taylor held in trust certain personal 
property of the aggregate value of $269,- 
COO. which, it- is claimed by defendants 
and denied by the plaintiffs, had theretofore 
been constituted by individual members of the 
church for a temple building and other charit- 
able and religious purposes; that on that date 
John Taylor executed bilis of sale to 17 various 
echureh corporations then existing in Utah, 
conveying sail personal property; that it is 
claimed by defendant and denied by plaintiff 
that these 17 corporations were substantially 
the original donors of said property in their re- 
spective districts; that the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day. Saints was a corporation 
at the time the Tucker-Edmunds law was 
passed; that the tithing house was never used 
as a place of worship, parsonage, or burying 
ground, and that nothing set forth in this agree- 
ment shali bind a Receiver, nor shall his powers 
be abridged thereby. 

Assistant District Attorney Clarke made the 
opening argument for tbe plaintiff, consuming 
the entire afternoon. The arguments pro and 
con Will probably last until Saturday. ‘Two at- 
torneys will be heard on behalf of the church 
and three on behalf of the Government. Mr. 
Clarke argued that Congress had power to dis- 
incorporate, and that the church, being declared 
disincorporated by law, the only party entitled 
to holdthe property wasa Receiver, and not 
Trustees appointed by a disestablished church. 
He dwelt at length on the fradulent nature of 
the bills of sale, and showed how impossible it 
was for the church to convey 80 much personal 
property, situated in all quarters of the Territo- 
ry, in three days.

MURDER ON THE HIGH SEAS. 
Faas te boa 

A SICK SAILOR TORTURED WITH RED- 
HOT COALS. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Oct. 19.—Upon the 

arrival of the Mallory steamship Comal from 

New-York this morning the master of the 


vessel, Capt. John Risk, reported that 
during the voyage a coal passer 
named John. H. Graham, of New-York, 


died of overheat and cramps and was buried at 
sea. This was the substance uf Capt. Risk’s re- 
port at the Naval Office,as required by the 
United States statute’'in such cases. Nothing 
more was thought of the matter during the day 


and no suspicion of foul play existed at the 
Custom House. It was therefore a matter of 
great surprise when, at 8 o’clock to-night one of 
the coal handlers named Riley, who made the 
trip with Graham, visited the office of United 
States Commissioner John S. Spannard and made 
attidavit charging William R. McCullough, Chief 
Engineer of the Comal, with the wilful murder 
of Graham. 

Ruiley’s story for savage inhumanity almost 
surpasses belief. In substancé he swears that 
he was working in the same watch with Graham. 
When they were four days out from New-York 
Graham, while in the fire. room at work, com- 
plained to him (Riley) and others of being sick 
and unable longer to hold up bis end of the work. 
Shortly after this the Chief Engineer, McCul- 
lough, came in and found Graham lying down, 
apparentiy: sleeping, whereupon jhe en- 
gineer remarked, “I'll wake you up,” 
and suiting the action to the word, 
he deliberately took a large shevel, 
and scooping it full of red hot coals from the 
furnace, he poured them over the prostrate 
form of the sick man, and followed this by beating 
and abusing Graham as he lay writhing under tie 
burning coals. Riley further swears that within 
15 minutes atter Engineer McCullough had tirst 
assaulted Graham the latter was a corpse, and 
was immediately removed to the engine room 
and laid upon agrating. Perhaps the most ex- 
traordinaty statement made by Riley is that the 
body of the dead man was kept on ice until the 
steamer was within 12 miles’ run of Galveston 
and then buried at sea. 

Commissioner Spannard immediately issued a 
warrant charging MeCullough with murder on

A VERY SERIOUS BLUNDER 


IN WHICH BRUOKLYN CITIZENS 
ARE INTERESTED. 
THE REGISTRATION ON TUESDAY NOT 
AUTHORIZED BY LAW, WHICH NAMES 
NEXT TUESDAY. / 


The 37,301 residents of Brooklyn who reg- 
istered on Tuesday for the purpose of voting on 
election day may find that they have had them 
trouble for nothing. The bright gentiemen whe 
run the Board of Elections fixed the last day of 
registration one week ahead of time. Yesterday 
their attention was called to section 71, chapter 
619, of the Laws of 1886, which distinctly says 
that “ the Tuesday occurring two weeks before 
the day of election” shall be @ registration day. 
As election day fails on Nov. 8, the Tuesday oc- 
curring two weeks before must be Oct. 25, and 


on that date the last opportunity to register 
should be given to the voters. 

“What will be the effect of this mistake?” 
asked every politician about the Brovklyn City 
Hall yesterday. That is a question to which is 
was very hard to tiud a Satisfactory answer. 
Corporation Counsel Jenks, legal adviser of the 
Board of Elections, was busy looking up the law 
on the matter, but found time to disclaim all 
responsibility for the blunder. “For it is a4 
blunder,” he. said, “and one of stupendous waz- 
nitude. I bave not once been cousulted by the 
Board of Elections on the subject, and had ue 
occasion to search the registration laws until 
may attention was called to the matter this 
morning. [am not yet prepared to give an offi- 
cial opinion, but [shall have one reaty-for the 
Mayor to-morrow. As far as I have progressed 
in wy study of the laws bearing on the casein 
point I think that everything can be set right 
by opening the polls on Tuesday vext, asthe law 
provides, and registering all who apply and are 
qualified. This, [ may say, will be done, and I 
think the law will be complied with.” 

“ What is to become of the thousands who reg- 
istered yesterday?’ Mr. Jenks was asked. 

“That is the most important point at issue,” 
he replied, **and as yet I am undecided about 
their standing. I cannot say whether they will 
be allowed to register aguin next Tuesday or 
not,,aud it seems hardly possible that the work 
of yesterday can be termed legal.” 

After still further considering the matter Mr. 
Jenks made this statement: “ The registration 
laws were passed to putirify the bailot and to 
compel legal voters to enroll themselves. There 
has been nothing in this affair to endanger the 
purity of the ballot in any way, aud for that 
reason a court passing judgement on a test case 
growing out of such a mistake would be apt te 
take a most liberal view of the law. I sbouid 
therefore say that Tuesday next should be made 
a registration day,and the votes of auy one 
registered yesterday should be acceptea.” In 
his formal opinion to-day Mr. Jenks expects te 
take that stand. 

A prominent Supreme Court Judge who hag 
been consulted by Corporation Counsel Jenks, 
and who declines to allow his name to be used 
until Mr. Jenks’s opinion is given to the Mayor, 
said: “Lf am afraid that the mistake made 
yesterday by the Board of Elections will be the 
cause of considerable litigation. The law on the 
subject of registration is very strict and pro- 
vides that the Board of Elections must meet on 
the third Monday in September, when they 
shall designate and afterward publish the days 
of registration. This duty was performed, and 
the registrations have taken piace. Tbe ques- 
tion is, was the action on the third Tuesday in 
October legal, inasmuch as one of the regis- 
tration days was selected contrary, to 
the provisions of the iaw? If it Was 
illegai, how can it be now legalized? Of course 
it cannot, and Ido not see how an election at 
which voters who have been registered under an 
illegal provision of the Board of E:ections cast 
their ballots can be upheld by the court. Butit 
the action of the Buard of Elections is held to be 
legal, simply by the opening of the registration 
lists on Tuesday next there may be some escape. 
There is no provision in the law which says that 
there shail not be more than three days of regis- 
tration. That view of the case simplifics it 
wonderfully, and all that will have to be done 
will be to open the ‘polls on Tuesday next and 
look upon yesterday as an extra day. But is 
that the proper view? That is a queation I can- 
not yet answer. : Neither would I like tosay 
whether those who registered yesterday are eli- 
gible tor registration again on Tuesday. 

The Board of Elections consists of Timothy 
Perry. President; Charles H. Cetton, John Gil- 
bertson, and Thomas V. Porter.* Messrs. Perry 
and Cotton are Republicans, and Messrs. Gil- 
bertson and Porter Democrats. Mr. Porter was 
appointed by Mayor Whitney, but the otuers 
held over from Mayor Low's term. The clerical 
force consists of Samuel H. Andrews and R. D. 
Crotty, Republicans, and James A. Meaney and 
C. Sandhusen, Democrats. They are the men 
responsibie for the error, but it was hard work 
to convince them of that fact. Chief Clerk 
Andrews insisted that he had fixed the days ac- 
cording to law, and that there could je nO mius- 
take. He even asserted that the calendar which 
contradicted him was wrong. Commissioner 
Cotton announced } trae ye that Mr. Andrews 
had been in the office 14 years and ought to 
understand his business. President Perry said:. 
“Ttis a tearful mistake, avd I fear its result. 
We are all equally responsible aud must take the 
blame.” 

It was on Sept. 17 that the Commissioners and 
Clerk Andrews fixed the days of registration. 
They disputed for over five minutes in regard to 
what was the second Tuesday vefore election 
and finally decided that it was Oct. 15. Their 
mistake, even if it does netinvalidate the resis- 
tration, will cost the city about $5,000 for the 
payment of the expeuses of au extra day’s 
registration. 

A conference of Republicans was held last 
night at the headquarters in Smith-street 
There were present John B. Green, President of 
the General Committee; Benjamin F. Estes. 
Theodore B. Willis, Jesse Johnson, Major E. H. 
Hobbs, and several others. All agreed that the 
main object to be attained was the prevention 
of the disfranchisement of the 37,000 citizens 
who registered on Tuesday, but each bad a 
different plan to bring about that result. 

Mr. Johnson, as the lawyer of the committee, 
proposed to go befure Justice Cullen this morn- 
ing and apply for an order directed to some 
register of election requiring him to show cause 
why # nandamus should not Issue directing him 
to remove from the list of voters the name of 
some man who had registered on Tuesday on 
the ground that such registration was illegal. 
If the court held that such mandamus should 
issue it would invalidate the registration, and 
the 37.000 citizens could re-enro!l themselves 
next Tuesday. If, on the contrary, the court 
upheld Tuesday’s work, all difficulties would be 
swept out of the way and the polls could still be 
kept open next Tuesday for ull who might ap 








This did not meet with general approval 
Some of the gentlemen thought the Campaign 
Committees of the two parties should confer and 
sign ajoint agreement to recognize Tuesday's 
registration as legal, and to join in an ef 
fort, upon the assembling cf the next Legis. 
lature, to secure the passage of a special law 
legalizing the acts of the Board of Election. 
This was not enthusiastically received, and the 
econferrees finally decided to seek au audience 
with Corporation Counsel Jenks. They were 
still hunting for him at midnight. 

Gen. B. F. Tracy was sent for by Mr. Jenks 
yesterday, and a long conversation followed 
At ita conclusion it was given out by the Gen 
eral that he agreed with Mr. Jenks that the 
citizens who registered in cood faith on Tuesday 
would not be disfranchised by auy court of 
justice, There had been no attempt to defeat the 
provisions of the registraticn laws in the interest 
ot any one, and no reason shown for supposing 
that the purity of the ballot would be ¢n-

THE AGRIOULTURAL CONVENTION. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—The Agricultural Con- 
vention met again this morning. A permanent or- 
ganization was effected by the adoption of acon- 
atitution, providing for and prescribing the duties of 
a President, five Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and 
Treasurer, andan Executive Committee, to consist 
of the President, Secretary. and Treasurer, and five 


members to be chosen by the association in conven- 
tion. The name adopted was “The American As- 
sociation of State Agricultural Colleges and Ex- 
periment Stations,” to the annual conventions of 
which éach college and station will be entitled to 
send one delegate. At the morning session Prof. W. 
©. Atwater, of the Wesleyan Uulversity, Middle- 
town, Conn,, read & paper on the subject of 
“Co-ordination of Work in Agricultural Experi- 
menting.” The speaker discussed means for so 
syemomatioing the work of the experiment stations 
contemplated in the Hatch bill as to secure the 
least waste of energy and most successful results, 
dwelling particularly upon the more scientific 
phases of the question and referring to the expe- 
rience of European stations. At the outeet the 
Stations, he said, should busy themselves largely 
with matters which will be immediately intereat- 
ing and helpful to farmers. But concentration 
of the wor upon a tew questions, making 
them specific, are necessary. The speaker 
said that while farms in connection with the stations 
would undoubtedly be of service, especially in the 
beginning, yet the bulk of the best work, that which 
is most useful and serviceable to farmers, must be 
done in the laboratory and in the greenhouse. He 
said that the farms of the most important stations in 
Lurope, and especially in Germany, had been ulti- 
mately abandoned and the stations removed to the 
cities, and the work continued in connection with 
prominent universities, where their facilities were 
greatly increased. 

A delegation from the convention, headed by Com- 
missioner Colman, called by appointment on Secre- 
tary Fairchild and asked him to reverse the decis- 
ion of Controller Durham that the Hatch bill 
establishing agricultural experiment stations did 
not carry with it an appropriation. The Secretary 
declinéd to do this, saying it was entirely outside 
his province. He would, however, he said, ask the 
opinion of the Controller as to the expediency of 
requesting Congress to make a deficiency appro. 
priation which should date back to July 1. The 
deputation then called on Controller Durham, who 
informed them that the act in question was so 
bunglingly drawn that he could make nothing of it,

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IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 
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A NEW PROFESSION OF FAITH, 
WHAT THE UNIV#RSALISTS ARE DOING— 
THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 

The General Universalist Convention of 
the United States was begun at the Church of 
the Divine Paternity, Fifth-avenue and Forty- 
fiftu-street, yesterday, by a service at 9 o'clock, 
when the Rev. Charles H. Eaton, Pastor of the 
echureh and President of the convention, admin- 
istered ‘holy communion. At11 o'clock the Rey. 
Dr. E. CG. Bolles, of New-York, preached. In the 
afternoon the reports of the Board of Trustees 


and other oflicers of the church were heard. 

‘he Trustees gave the totel value of the church 
property, ineluding churches, colleges, homes, 
and convention endowments, at $11,128,410, 
the funds under the control of the convention at 
$177,726 58, and the securities at as much more, 
The receipts for the year were $23,735 88 and 
the expenses $17,985 49. Aside from this latter 
amount $47,598 was applied to missionary and 
other chureh work, not reckoning amounts ex- 
pended for ministerial relief. 

A committee appointed for that purpose pre- 
sented a new formula for the profession of faith, 
which is a modification of that iu use. It reads 
as follows: 

1. [believe that the Holy Scriptares of the Old 
and New Testaments contain a revelation from God 
to mankind. 

2. 1 believe in one God, the Father Almighty, 
Maker of heaven and earth; in Jesus Chriat His Son, 
whois the Revesler of Godand the Saviour of the 
world, and in His Holy Spirit, the Comforter, 
through which ali disciples of Christ are united ia 
one spiritual body. 

3. I believe in the necessity of personal regenera- 
tion, in the forgiveness of sins; in the certainty of 
retribution; in the immortality of the human sonl, 
sad in the final holiness and happiness of all man- 

ind. 


4. I believe that the opportunities, obligations, 
and rewards of religion are in thetr nature eternal, 
and of such immediate urgency that I ought to strive 
exrnestiy for present saivation by repenting of my 
sins and diligently using the means ot grace Which, 
in His mercy, God. has provided for me. 

The new formula was received with general 
approval}, but final action upon it was reserved 
until to-day. . 

The Committee on Foreign Missions reported 
in favor of organizing a mission to Japan. The 
report was not receiyed with universal favor, 
and one woman was heard to whisper to her 
neighbor: “They might better spend their 
mouey on missionary work at home, where there 
are Avarchists and Socialists.” 

In the evening the Rev. C. Elwood Nash, of 
Ohio, spoke on “Young People’s Missionary 
Associations,” and the Rey. Dr. T. J. Sawyer, 
formerly Pastor of the old Orchard-Street 
Church, this city, but now Dean of Tuft’s Col- 
lege, in Massachusetts, entertained the large av- 
dience with a lecture on “ Education.” 

At the elose of the afternoon session one of the 
ministers announced,that somebody had gone 
off with two silk umbrellas belonging to some- 
body else.

SEALSKINS GOING FOR REASONABLE 
PRICKS—TOTAL RECEIPTS, $70,000. 
Wilmerding, Hoguet & Co. sold at their 
rooms, 64 and 66 White-street, yesterday, furs 
worth nearly $70,000, of which the sealskins 
brought about $25,000, the Alaska seals among 
them being werth only $1,494 50. The prices 
realized om tbheseals were in elmost every case 
less by from $5 to $7 thanit cost to land them 
—at least J. E. Murphy, who sat beside Mr. 


Sachs, the owner of the furs, said so for the bene- 
fit of thehuyersa. The bidders were not many, and 
Auctioneer Strong limped along by “eighths” and 
“quarters,” and had to hang on a long time 
before he felt justified in knocking down the 
lots. The Alaskas brought the best prices, one 
lot, 52 inches long, selling for $27 each,and two 
other lots, 50 inches long, for $25 50. The 
highest price realized for English lustred seal- 


skins was $24 50 for some extra fine, 50 inches | 


long. The prices ruled from $22 down to $3 50 
for Victorias, the favorite figure being about 
$8. As it takes only three skins to make a sack, 
there will undoubtedly bea large numer of 
them seen upoh the streets this Winter. Mr. 
Sachs said that, considering the large number of 
seals offered, 4,000, the prices got were very 
fair. 

Besides sealskina there were thousands of 
pelts from other animals, including bine and 
black hares, siiver and black coneys, American 
and Australian "possums, giros, badgers, wild 
cats, Jynxes, squirrels, minks, “ glove lambs,” 
muskrat bellies, (which sold for 2 cents each,) 
astrakhans, otters, nutrias, black monkeys and 
“raw” monkeys, and beavers.

breaking the club. The girl screamed and 
grasped the portion of the club which the man 
held in hishand. She hung to the weapon and 
was dragged from the bed. In the struggle on 
the floor she discovered that the villain’s face 
was masked by two handkerchiefs. He wrenched 
the club from her grasp and struck her on the 
head, knocking her dewn. He then drew a 
hatchet from his pocket and atruck her three 
blows on tie head and neck. This terminated 
the struggle, and, dropping the hatchet beside 
his victim, the burgiar fled. 

The noise awakened the family of Mr. Ebinger, 
whe sleep in the upper portion of the house, and 
on entering the girl’s reom she was fourd 
stretched near the foot of her bed in a pool of 
bieod. Her night clothes were stained crimson, 
and blood poured from a half dozen wounds 
about her head and neck. Physicians were 
summoued and found that she had received tivé 
dangerous cuts and that her skull was prob- 
ably fractured. The bloody hatchet and lantern 
which the man left behind hin were taken in 
charge by the police,and on these clues they 
arrested Charles Tallenbach, a former lover of 
the girl. His bed was found spotted with blood, 

t he denies that he was the assailant. Tho 
girl is not expected to recover, and public indig- 
nation over the affair is assuming a threatening 
aspect. The motive alleged by the police is the 
refusal of the girl to marry the man.

THE KNIGHTS ADJOURN. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 19.—The Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Knights of Labor remained 
in session all day, only taking tinal adjournment 
at 5 o’clockin the afternoon. All business was 
disposed of and the Eleventh Assembly has the 
record of accomplishing more than any of its 


predecessors. Many of the delegates left for 
home by the evening trains, but a number, in- 
eluding the general officers, will remain in the 
eity tor a day or so. Among the enormous 
number of documents passed upon to-day, rather 
the most important was a resolution granting 
cigarmakers who helong to the Cigarmakers’ 
Toternational Union, whieh was expelied by 
action of the Richmond Convention, the privilege 
of reinstatement without payment of fee. This 
isin accordance with Powderly’s recommenda- 
tiou in his report. ‘The Anarchistic element re- 
ceived another backset when the Assembly re- 
solved by a vote of 112 to29 that Knights of 
Labor in parade shall carry nothing but the 
State or national colors. An attempt to 
prevent Mr. Fowderly’s further activity 
in the order in the event of his 
resignation was frustrated when the Assembly 
refused to accept a proposition to strike out the 
section which provides: ‘ A Past General Mas- 
ter Workman shall have ail the rights and priv- 
ileges of arepresentative.” The rule prohibit- 
ing the sale of liquor at picnics waa sustained 
against a motion to change by avote of 104 to 
49,. The Committee on Appeals and Grievances 
reported the charges against General Seoretary 
Litchman as groundless.

THE TELEPHONE INVESTIGATION, 

Bu¥FrFato, Oct. 19.—The Assembly tele- 
phone investigating committee to-day began an 
inquiry into the affairs and business methods or 
the Buffalo company, which controla Western 
New-York, including Rochester. But two com- 
plaints were made by citizens, both against the 
toll system. Secretary H.C. Palmer told how 
the stock had been watered. The company was 


formed in 1879, with a capital stock of $30,000, 
all taken by Buffalo people. In December of the 
Rame year the capital stock was increased to 
$300,000. Of. this $140,000 was paid for in 
cash, and the remainder was distributed pro 
rata among the stockholders. In June, 1883, 
the stock was increased to $600,000. Of this 
extra amount $210,000 went to the parent com- 
pany of Boston to pay for the franchise, $56,840 
worth of stock was retained by the company as 
treasury stock, and subsequently sold at par to 
the stockholders to raise money tor extensiona, 
and the remainder was distributed to the stock- 
holders as a stock dividend. The Bell Telephone 
Company, of Boston, now own only five shares 
1e8 than 50 per cent. of the capital stock of the 
Buffalo company. All their holdings in excess 
of $210,000 given for the franchise were paid for 
in cash by that company. The entire number of 
stockholders is 62. 
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WIFB MURDER AND SUICIDE. 

POTTSVILLE, Penn., Oct. 19.—A shocking 
tragedy occurred in the suburbs of this city 
about 10 o’clock this morning. A year ago 
Henry Shaffner,a widower, aged 74, married 
Mrs. Smedley, a widow, aged 56, Shaffner was 
comparatively well off, but of a penurious and 
morose disposition, and the couple never lived 


harmoniously. Mrs, Shatfner had left her hus- 
band several months ago on account of abuse 
and bad intended to leave him again to-day. 
They occupied a small dwelling at 741 Wainut- 
street, Jalappa, This morning the next door 
neighbors heard the couple quarreling and short- 
ly afterward the reports of several pistol shots. 
Rushing in they found the door of an up stairs 
room locked, aud breaking it open, discovered 
Mra.

An ‘Ottawa telegram asserts, under date of 
Wednesday, that Secretary BAYARD has ex- 
‘pressed regret thatthe British sealers capt- 
nred,in Behring Sea were still held, and 
stated that fresh orders for their release 
had been given. We imagine that this is 
only an apparent contradiction of our own 
‘recent Washington telegram that the State 


seal fishery controversy, as it was still in 
the control of the Treasury Department, 
which made the aeizures, and tho Justice 
Department, which was litigating them. 
At any rate, our Washington dispatch 
shows that as telegraphed the Ottawa 
statement is not true. Statements and 
counter-statements on this business fol- 
low one another so fast that it is 
a little puzzling to untangle them. But 
doubtless tho expianation is that the sealers 
now referred to are those earliest captured, 
and who were released, or rather ordered to 
be released, because they pleaded ignorance 
of thelaw. It was this act of clemency 
which was distorted into an abandonment 
by the United States of its claims in that 
region, and which construction 
somewhat unnecessarily . reinforced by 
semi-official intimations that whenever 
Great Britain should challenge our claim 
to the jurisdiction conveyed to us by Rus- 
sia the diplomatic branch of the Executive 
was prepared to surrender it. If our 
own courts shall decide that our ex- 
ercise of jurisdiction was wrong in 
law Minister WEsT can have little difficulty 
in inducing Secretary Bayarp to take a 
similar view whenever the subject shall 
enter the region of diplomatic contention. 
Meanwhile, the case being still under ad- 
visement, intimations that the fiscal and 
legal departments of our Government are in 
error have to us a flavor of prematurity, 
however correct they may be. 


ERE ISRO OEM NK, LI TIN 
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The Directors of the French Exposition 
of 1889 have reached the banqueting stage. 
They met in the Louvre on Tuesday even- 
ing and received the solemn assurance of 
M. DovutresmeE, the Minister of Commerce, 
that the applications for space were already 
sufficient to assure a ‘‘ great success” for 
their enterprise. In a sense it will undonbt- 
edly be a suctess, for in the wide and varied 
field of modern commerce and industry an 
opportunity for general exhibition and ad- 
vertising will always be seized by enough 
to make an imposing display. But in the 
semi-political character that- such ex- 
hibitions have generally had, in the 
demonstration of the feeling of other 
Governments for that of France, the 
exposition is doomed to relative failure. 
Partly from her own fault and partly from 
misfortune, France is distinctly isolated. 
She is necessarily alienated from Germany, 
but she has managed to alienate herself 
also from Italy and from England, with 
whom her present institutions and her réal 
interests ought to enable her to keep in 
close and effectual sympathy. Russia alone 
of all the great European powers—the one 
most opposed to France in everything but 
their common animosities—can be expected 
to show active friendship, and even Russia 
cannot be counted on. 


A CRISIS FOR THE “BOODLERS.” 

There is no disguising the fact that the 
effort to bring about a change in the control 
of the District Attorney’s office in this city 
proceeds from those who were concerned in 
the bribery of 1884 and their political sym- 
pathizers. A work of vast public benefit 
has been going on these last two years. It 
has been proved that the corruption which 
was eating at the vitals of public adminis- 
tration in this city can not only be exposed 
but punished. Those who are intrusted 
with the care of public interests have been 
taught that it is not safe to betray those 
interests for lucre.. Those who ventured 
without scruple to bribethe representatives 
of the people have found that neither 
wealth nor social position nor the pur- 
chased aid of lawyers of high standing but 
venal souls could save them from the 
felon’s cell. The public conscience which 
had been dulled by tho prevalence of cor- 
rupt practices and what seemed the futility 
of attempting to grapple with them has 
been aroused fromitslethargy and vitalized 
into new health. 

This has been due to the good fortune of 
the city in having a District Attorney who, 
whatever his defectsmay be, was capable of 
being spurred up to a firm, courageous, and 
faithful performance of his duty,in having 
assistants in hisoffice able to meet, with his 
supportand encouragement, the great emer- 
gency forcedupon him, The work to be done 
wasone of great difficulty, requiring not only 
honesty and courage, but ability, skill, and 
industry of the highest order. The “‘ boodle” 
prosecutions, especially that of JAKE SHARP, 
have been contested with energies and re- 
sources such as were perhaps never before 
encountered in criminal trials in this city. 
The most insidious inducements and the 
most formidable pressure were brought to 
bear to swerve the prosecution, every possi- 
ble obstacle was put in its way, and every 
step of its progress was fought with an 
energy which came in part from hidden 
sources arrayed against the vindication of 
justice. How these have been met the pub- 
lic knows and appreciates. 

Every effort to intimidate, to seduce, and 
to baffle the District Attorney and his as- 
sistants has been defeated, and now comes 
the supreme crisis. Their term of office is 
nearing a close, their successors are to be 
chosen, and, every other resource having 
failed, the ‘‘boodlers” and their friends are 
determined to control the District Attorney’s 
office themselves or, at least, to wrest it 
from the hands of those who have kept up 
this relentless prosecution. This is their 
last card, their only hope in a desperate 
game. It is a deplorable fact that they 
seem to control one powertul political or- 
ganization, and through that they hope to 

gain theirend. <All that the people ask is 
that the work which has been carried 
on so hopefully for nearly two years 
shall not be defeated at this crisis. They 
would have been content to have the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office go on as it is, but 
when it was known that Mr. MARTINE 
wished to retire from the crushing weight 
of responsibility and labor and accept the 
more comfortable place of a Judge of tho 
Court of General Sessions the only alter- 
native that gave assurance of a completion 
of his work was the selection for his place 
of the assistant who was most familiar with 
the requirements of the situation and who 
had demonstrated his ability to meet them. 
It isnot that Mr. NICOLL is abler or mors 
honest than many others that his election 
to Mr. Martrng’s place is demanded. It is

that, while his ability and honesty have 


publicans of the Syracuse district it will not 
bea good thing for the Republican Party. 
That party cannot regain the confidence 
of the country lost in 1884 by allow- 
ing itself to be identified with any 
such principle in politics.

been amply proved, he has acquired a 
knowledge and experience in. this. special 
work that makes his continued service in it 
indispensable. That no other man in the 
community possesses. There is absolutely 
no ground for opposition to his advancement 
except the certainty that he would carry on 
the ‘* boodle” prosecutions with the same 
unflinching energy and consummate skill 
and ability which he has already displayed. 
There is no source for this opposition to 
come from but the ‘“ boodlers” and their 
allies, no motive for it but a desire to save 
them from a further enforcement of the 
laws. This makes the contest simply one 
between the “ boodlers” and the people. 

These criminals have gained one advan- 
tage even more to be deplored than the sup- 
port of the County Democracy leaders. All 
through these prosecutions the District At- 
torney and the courts of justice have had 
to sustain them against the pressure and 
difficulties brought to bear upon them by a 
powerful combination of interests the sup- 
port of an undivided public opinion as ex- 
pressed through the newspapers of the city. 
Without that their great task could not 
have been performed asit has been. Now 
that the great crisis has come and the su- 
preme e<fort is to be made to break down 
the ministers of justice, the agents of 
crime and corruptioi have succeeded by 
appeals to some of theleast worthy but most 
powerful of human motives in seducing 
two of these newspapers from the support 
of the cause of public morality and the vin- 
dication of public justice. They have so 
often succumbed to seductions of this kind 
that their character is not high nor their 
influence great, but it is nevertheless de- 
plorable to see their efforts turned to the 
injury of the cause which they have hereto- 
fore helped to support. But they cannot 
blind the people to the real issne, which is 
not that of any party or of any man, but 
that of maintaining the work of vindicating 
justice and punishing corruption in this 
community. 


THE BELDEN ISSUE. 


There is much more than a local interest 
felt in the election in the Twenty-fifth 
Congressional District, where Mr. BELDEN 
is the Republican candidate against Major 
DAVIS, nominated by the Democrats. The 
Republican Party of the whole State is in- 
terested in the election, because it involves 
this question: “Isa bad man to be sup- 
ported because he is a regular candidate 
and a high protectionist?” If this question 
is answered in the affirmative by the Re- 


that time because of Mr. BLAINE’s bad 
character will not be attracted again to- 
ward the party by so distinct a proof that 
bad character is still no obstacle to prefer- 
ment in its organization. BELDEN, like 
BLAINE, is a product of insolent power—of 
that power the party felt so sure of that it 
was openly and defiantly abused. BLAINE’S 
nomination cost the Republicans the State 
of New-York and the Presidency. BEL- 
DEN’s election, under the auspices of PLATT 
and Hiscock, will go far to make it impos- 
sible to regain the State for the Republican 
ticket next year. 


This is a fact to which the present leaders 
of the party are not blind, but to which 
they are indifferent. They know that 
Beldenism is the local manifestation of 
Blaineism, and that Blaineism was dis- 
astrous so soon as it prevailed in the party. 
But they have no use for a victory that is 
not won with the policy these men repre- 
sent. If they cannot succeed by an organiza- 
tion that leaves them in control and free to 
practice the methods and reap the profits 
of Blaineism and Beldenism they do 
not care to succeed at all. They will 
sacrifice any amount of principlefor the 
sake of success, and make any pledges they 
may think would help them, and betray 
without hesitation any trust imposed in 
them; but they will not make concessions 
to decency and honesty for the sake of a 
triumph which these concessions would 
make quite worthless to them. But if the 
Platt ring, which is in this State the 
Blaine ring, can look with complacency on 
the injury the nomination and election of 
BELDEN would inflict upon the Republican 
Party, itis a question whether honorable 
Republicans, who still hope to make of 
their party an instrument for good govern- 
ment, can look upon the matter in the same 
way. We should say that they could not, 
and that the greatest service they could 
render their party in the Syracuse district 
would be to vote against BELDEN. 

> The issue is a very peculiar one, but it is 
very plain. Mr. BELDEN has been proved 
to be a lobbyist, a partner in the corrupt 
canal ring, and a man whose political 
methods are to the last degree degrading 
and disgraceful. But he is not a reckless or 
abandoned knave. The ill-gotten gains of 
his political career are liberally expended 
for good objects. He isa philanthropist, a 
temperance man, a contributor to charities, 
a supporter of institutions of morality and 
even religion. He pays to the decent ele- 
ment in the community the cynical compli- 
ment of bribing it. He does not defy those 
who balieve in honesty and practice it; 
he uses them and contents himself 
with violating the principles to which they 
adhere. And to accomplish his ends still 


more securely he takes pains to make it 


profitable for respectable men to support 


him and dangerous for them to oppose him. 


He does this specifically and generally. Our 
correspondent at Syracuse has given some 
instances of the former; the latter is in- 
stanced in Mr. BELDEN’s fervid devotion to 
protection, and especially to the protection 
of the salt interest with which so many men 
who ¢an be useful to him are connect- 
ed. -To his fellow-citizens he offers 
the pleasing choice between promot- 
ing their own apparent interests at 
the expense of their honor, or vindi- 
cating their self-respect at a possible ex- 
pense to their interests. Thatisshrewd and 
characteristic, but it ought not to deceive. 
The election of BrrpEN would not really 
advance even the interests he pretends to 


favor; it would not help, but hart, the Re- . 


publican Party, and cripple it for any legit- 
imate purpose; it would really bo as much 


of a misfortune as it would plainly be a 
disgrace. 


LONDON MOBS. 

For a week past there has been much un- 
easiness in London as to the possible oc- 
currence of violence among the so-called 
“unemployed,” who have assembled in con- 
siderable numbers at various points, listened 
to speeches, and indulged in some disorder. 
So far as appears from the facts given to 
the press these “unemployed” are mostly 
men who are never employed at any useful 
work, many of them being of the criminal 
class, which is estimated to number 40,000 
in the great metropolis. They are led in 
part by the roughs, who, by superior en- 
ergy or recklessness, get the lead in this 
class, and in part are led and incited by the 
Socialist and Anarchist agitators of the 
stamp of FIELDEN, who was one of the An- 
archist chiefs in Chicago. That the recent 
“demonstrations” threaten more or less dis- 
turbance is quite probable, for they have 
been rather frequent and have had the ap- 
pearance of being prepared and, in a loose 
way, organized. But that they will end in 
any formidable riot is, we think, hardly to 
be expected, for London suffers from such a 
thing only when if comes very unexpected- 
ly, the police force of the city being much 
too strong to be overcome or seriously re- 
sisted when the occasion for using it in 
earnest is known beforehand. 

What alarmed the people of the West 
End yesterday and madeé the shopkeepers 
in Berkeley-square and its neighborhood 
shut their shops when the crowd poured out 
of Hyde Park and flowed toward the west 
and north was undoubtedly the recollec- 
tion of the 8th of May, 1886, when that 
part of the town was held for hours by a 
violent mob, when the club windows were 
stoned and a number of rich shops were 
gutted when the police were for a time 
overborne, and the wealthy portions of 
London experienced many of the horrors of 
an old-fashioned sacking. That was by far 
the most terrifying, and appeared at the 
time to be the most threatening, outbreak 
from below that London in this generation 
had witnessed. It was something quite new, 
and found the police unprepared. The 
reserves were not in readiness, the staff of 
the Central Office was badly disposed, there 
was no means provided for getting prompt 
information to the chiefs who alone could 
order up the needed reinforcements, and 
the mob for a painfully long period had 
everything its own way. So little had Sir 
E. HENDERSON, the Chief of the Police, any 
notion of the dangerous character of the 
mob that he allowed himself, in citizen’s 
dress, to get mixed up with it, and was 
really ignorant of both its exten{ and its 
final checking until the worst was over 
with. An Inspector by the name of CUuTH- 
BERT, without orders and, indeed, without 
authority, with only eighteen men, gave 
the first real blow to the mob by a@ savage 
and determined attack on the head of it as 
it moved down Oxford-strect. 

But, as we have said, the police authori- 
ties are not likely to be caught napping 
again. They know now what these gather- 
ings may do if not restrained in time. They 
managed a “demonstration” in Trafalgar- 
square in the following November with 
great firmness and skill, and once when the 
crowd by sheer weight of numbers broke 
out of the square, it was met by a detach- 
ment of the Horse Guards, before whom it 
very promptly recoiled. With the military 
actually available, when preparations are 
made to call on them if needed, there are 
some 40,000 armed men who can be 
put upon the streets in London in a 
couple of hours. Such a force, with a 
proper proportion of mounted men; could 
be counted on to put down very surely, and, 
if necessary, very severely, any mob that 
the Socialists and Anarchists can muster 
from among their sincere followers, from 
the really ‘‘unemployed” or from the 
criminal class. This work would, however, 
be done much more rapidly, and therefore 
more safely, than it can now be done, if 
there were a larger force of trained mounted 
police in London, and New-York would be 
safer than it is with an increase of its 
force of that kind. Mounted men alone 
would not do, but they can do much that 
men on foot cannot do so well and a good 
deal that the latter cannot do atall. The 
mounted men can move so rapidly, and 
their force is so obvious and impressive, 
that in the work of restraining or dispers- 
ing a mob at the moment when time is 
precious they are invaluable, 


THE ELECTRICAL SUBWAY LAW. 

The Board of Electrical Control, having 
very properly declined to authorize the con- 
struction of temporary subways for the new 


electric light companies which have recent- 


ly contracted to light certain streets of this 
city, is to be asked at its meeting to-day to 
grant the permits which have been applied 
for by the companies for the erection of 
many hundred poles and the. stringing of 
miles of wire overhead. In acting upon this 
question the board may very properly, and 
should, take into consideraticn the de- 
mand for better street lighting than 
is now secured by the use of gas, and 
it should facilitate an acquiescence in this 
demand as far as it can legally do so. 
the first duty of the Board of Electrical 
Control is to execute the law which it was 
created to carry into effect, and it would be 
a curious way of doing this t6 pull down a 
few poles and wires in one section of the 
city: and authorize the erection of four times 
their number in another section. The dis- 
cretionary power given the Commissioners 
to permit overhead wires to be strung in 
certain cases can by no ingenuity of con- 
struction be stretched to justify the grant- 
ing of such demands as are made on the 
board by the new electrical companies. 

» Were it certain, or even probable, that the 
companies who have secured the contract 
for lighting the sections of the city which it 
is now proposed to cover with a network of 
wire would gointo the business of illum- 
inating the streets for any considerable 
length of time, the proposition to violate 
the law in their behalf might be discussed 
with something like patience, and if a loop- 
hole were found through which they could 


But, 


crawl the Commissioners, in view of the 
immediate benefit to be reaped by the pub- 
lic, might possibly be excused for winking 
at the operation. But the low prices at 
which they have agreed to light the streets 
—a figure below the actual cost per lamp 
—are conclusive indications that the ar- 
rangement cannot be permanent. No busi- 
ness man or corporation is going to lose 
money from the purely philanthropic motive 
of benefiting his fellow-citizens. The con- 
tract with the city lasts only until next 
May, and the companies, with their plant 
all fixed, can at the end of that time ignore 
the municipal business altogether or force 
the city to pay a remunerative price for its 
lights. In the meantime, however, they 
will have secured a monopoly of the private 
business in the sections covered by their 
plants, and this is evidently the object for 
which they are working as business men 
intent upon realizing on their capital. 

The question before the Board of Elec- 
trical Control, then, resolves itself into 
this: Shall the board deliberately violate 
the law under which it was created in 
order to further the interests of a number 
of private corporations? Every citizen not 
interested, directly or indirectly, in the 
companies or their service will answer 
without hesitation No. The companies 
have been organized since the law provid- 
ing for the burial of the wires and pro- 
hibiting the further extension of the over- 
head system was passed. Their incorpo- 
rators knew of this law, and the inference is 
very strong that the low bidsmade by them 
for lighting the streets was intended for 
the very purpose it is now serving, to bring 
an unusual pressure on the commission to 


induce it to ignore the law in their favor. . 


This pressure must be steadily resisted. The 
companies should be notified that subways 
will be constructed for them as rapidly as 
possible if they will apply for them, which 
they have not yet done, but no authority 
should be given to increase the mileage of 
wires overhead or the number of poles along 
the sidewalks. 
nee) 

Massachusetts has undertaken to dispose 
effectually of her habitual. criminals by 
practicaliy immuring them for life in the 
walls of a prison, without regard to the 
nature of their third crime. By a law 
passed by the last Legislature any criminal 
convicted of a State prison offense who has 
previously served two terms of more than 
three years each must be sentenced to 
twenty-five years’ imprisonment. A Lynn 
horse thief is the first to test the effi- 
cacy of this law, having received this 
long sentence for stealing a horse after 
it had been shown that. he had already 
served two terms of five years each in 
State prison. This is an attempt at reform 
in the criminal law by a system of equaliza- 
tion of penalties for incorrigible convicts, 
the wisdom of which has yet to be deter- 
mined by its results. If there is a sudden 
decrease in the number of crimes commit- 
ted by two-term convicts in Massachusetts 
the inference will be a just one that the 
new law is fulfilling the highest function 
of a law in preventing rather than in. 
punishing offenses, and in that case other 
States will be very likely to follow the ex- 
ample of Massachusetts and insert such a 
law in their statute books. 


The critical condition of the relations 
between China and Corea may be largely 
traced to the opening of the latter country 
to intercourse with the United States and 
with European powers. So long as the 
‘*hermit kingdom” remained true to its tra- 
ditions of isolation its real political status 
as regards China was an affair which evi- 
dently troubled very little the two coun- 
tries chiefly concerned. But with the en- 
trance of vessels other than Chinese and 
Japanese into Corean ports and the making 
of regular commercial treaties with the 
leading powers of the world the peninsula 
acquired new interests, and the question 
whether China had a real or only nominal 
sovereignty over it became of the first im- 
portance. The act which has caused the 
sudden withdrawal of the Chinese Minister 
from Seoul is the appointment of Ministers 
to represent Corea in European Courts; but 
while this may be a peculiarly open and 
ostentatious assertion of independence, the 
very making of treaties was after all in 
itself an assumption of sovereign power. 
Should war result, unless Corea should find 
some ally China would be able with her 
navy to blockade its ports, and thus make 
it once more, against its will, a hermit 
kingdom.

TUA’S SECOND CONCERT. 

Signorina Teresina Tua has unquestion- 
ably much in herfavor. Youth and beauty go 
far to atone for a multitude of sins, and were 
Tua considerably less talented than she is she 
would still have numbers of admirers, Her sec- 
ond concert last evening at Chickering Hall 
was attended by a large audience, which closely 
observed the rythmic undulations of her willowy 
figure, the rapid play of her nimble fingers, and 
the panorama of appropriate facial expression 


which accompanied her music. It would not be 
going too far to say that the male members of 
the audience never took their eyes off her, while 
the women’s attention’ was hardly distracted 
even by the entrance of late-comers in obviously 
new robes. The audience had not assembled 
to hear music, but to listen to Tua and 
to watch her, and at the close of each 
passage whicb she played applause burst forth 
without any respect for the memory of Men- 
delssohn or Chopin. Signorina-Tua last even- 
ing played with the great Mendelssohn yjolin 
eoncerto. In respect of technique her playing 
ofthe work was decidedly praiseworthy. Her 
enunciation of the rapid passages was somewhat 
clouded, but this particular fault 1m her work 
was less conspicuous than at her first concert. 
Her treatment of tha first movement. however, 
wasinthe main geod. It lacked dignity: but 
dignity does not seem to be of Signorina Tua’s 
failings. She played the beautiful second move- 
ment with purity and correctness of tone, and 
there was a fair amount of sentimeftalism 
in her style. The was neither breadth nor 
depth. The third movement she played abom- 


inably, rattling it off as if anxious to show how- 


fast she could play. The noble poetry of the 
whole work, the loftiest violin music ever writ- 
ten, was lost. Signorina Tua could not tonch 
the soul of the composition. Again. as at the 
first concert, she succeeded better with violin- 
ists’ music. She played Wieniawski’s “* Souvenir 
de Moscoun” with some dash and vigor. Sara- 
sate’s arrangement of the familiar Chopin noc- 
turne she gave with smoothness and re- 
finement. A polonaise by Laub she played 
with sparkling brilliancy. Her staccattos and 
arpeggios were’ faultless in their clean- 
ness and distinctness. Her last num- 
ber evoked: the most enthusiastic applause 
of the evening. The audience had come for 
dexterity, and gotit. The violinist was recalled 
again and again, and finally obliged to supple- 
ment her programme with a Spanish dance by 
Sarasate. She played this selection much bet- 
ter at the first concert. Those who goto seea 
riper woman with unusual manual dexterity 
n violin playing will be delighted with Tua. 
Those who goto hear an artist who can touch 
the soul will be disappointed. The violinist was 
assisted last evening by Will! H. Sherwood, 
the pianist, who played Liszt’y arrangement of 
a Weber polonaise extremely. well and was 
obliged to repeat most of it. Mr. Van der 
Stucken’s orchestra played the “ Prometheus” 
overture of Beethoven and Anton Urspradi’s 
*“* German Dances.” ;

He might turn farmer if he had a chance, but he 
thought favorably of newspaper work. 

There was a prayer meeting in the church last 
night. At the conclusion the Millen trouble was 
referred to briefly, and it was decided to invite 
the Rev. C. M. Eggleston to fill the pulpit on the 
remaining Saondaysin this month. On the first 
Menday in November the Trustees will select 
‘some one to officiate until the meeting of the 
Conference in April.

NATURAL GAS EXPLOSION.

FIVE PERSONS FATALLY INJURED AND 
MUCH PROPERTY DESTROYED. 

PrTtsBuRG, Penn., Oct. 19.—The first se- 
rious natural gas explosion in this city in two 
years occurred a few minutes after 10 o’cloek 
this morning in the Hotel Alnemarlo and Bijou 
Theatre Block, on Sixth-street. The explosion 
was attended with frightful injuries to a num- 
ber of people and great destruction to some of 


the finest property in the city. For several days 

ast workmen employed by the People’s Gas 
Company have been engaged in repair- 
ing the pipes running into the theatre 
and hotel. The odor of escaping gas 
was noticed early this morning, but, for 
some reason not yet explained, nothing was done 
to have the gas turned off. About 10:15 o’clock 
there were three terrific explosions simultane- 
ously in the cellars of D. T. Reeds, optician, 
Hotel Albemarle, and the Bijou Theatre. The 
concussion shook buildings for several squares 
and broke every plate-glass window in the 
block. Almost instantly flames shot up from 
various parts of the block, but before they gained 
much headway they were controlled by the 

rompt work of the Fire Department. The 

otel Albemarle, the Bijou Theatre entrance, 
and the shops which fronted on Sixth-street be- 
tween the hotel entrance and Library Hall, all 
were terribly shattered. 

The damage by the explosion will reach 
$50,000, The greatest loss is to the Hotel Albe- 
marie, which will exceed $20,000. The Bijou 
Theatre loses $3,500; D. L. Redd, optician, 
$2,500, and Feick Brothers, dealers in artificial 
limbs, $4,500. Fully $3,000 wortn of plate glass 
was broken by the concussion. 

Fifteen persons in all were injured, five of 
them, itis believed, fatally. The complete list 
of the injured, so far as iearned, is as follows: 
Jacob Dinger, a young man, employe of the Peo- 

le’s Natural Gas Company, hurt internally and 
badly burned, and one leg and arm_ broken; will 
die. Thomas Scanlan, employe of the People’s 
Natural Gas Company, badly burned about the 
head, legs, and hands; injuries may 
prove fatal. Mike Mebranzi, Italian, em- 
ploye of the People’s Natural Gas Company, 
severely burned about bands, face, and back; 
may die. —~—Blake, colored man; injured inter- 
nally; willdie. H. 1. Feiek, injured internally 
and face severely cut by flying glass; may not 
recover. Jobn Feick, cut by glass about face 
and hands; nose cut almostoff. Leon Kacharf- 
ki, employe of D, T. Reed, injured in the back. 
Gus Datte, member of Engine Company No. 1, 
struck in the face by falling timbers; injuries not 
serious. Unknown woman, blown into the 
gutter and severely hurt. G. G. Nichols, 
editor People’s Advocate, blown into middle 
of street and severely cut and bruised; not 
dangerous. John Mulberry, a colored employe 
ef the People’s Natural Gas Company, fearfully 
burned about the head, face,and hands; may 
die. A colored man, also ‘an employe of the 
People’s Company, was slightly burned about 
the banda and face. Michael Humphries, arms 
and head severely burned; will recover. Charles 
Meyers, broken shoulder blade. Joe Geadino, 
Italian laborer, burned about the head and 
shoulders, and injured internally; very serious. 

A careful inquiry made at the scene of the 
disaster this afternoon shows beyond a doubt 
that the explosion was caused by the ignition of 
the People’s Company’sggas, while workmen 
were making a connection in the basement of 
Feick’s establishment. 


{HE OHIO CAMPAIGN. 


POWELL’S RECORD COMING 
TO PLAGUE HIM. 

Cotumsvus, Ohio, Oct. 19.—The @hio 
campaign is becoming decidedly interesting, 
made the more so by the Democratic candidate 
for Governor declaring that his election would 
be regarded as a victory of the Administratioh 
and a rebuke to Gov. Foraker and the celebrated 
rebel flag letter. It is quite likely that Mr. 
Powell, in making the contest in Ohio anational 
issue, has overreached himself, and he will 
hardly be thanked for making the issue in a 


Republican State. While the Democratic Com- 
mittee is also inclined to follow in the lead of 
Mr. Powell, for obvious reasons, the impression 
prevails that a great mistake has been made. 
Mr. Dungan, the Chairman, goes so far as to say 
that even a reduced plurality for Gov. Foraker 
would be regarded as an indorsement of Mr. 
Cleveland’s popularity. Many of the old-time 
leaders strenuously object to any such construc- 
tion on the result of the Ohio election, because 
of the probability of Republican success and 
the election of Gov. Foraker by an increased 
plurality. Those Democrats that do not agree 
with Mr. Dungan and the head of the State 
ticket believe that the indorsement of the Presi- 
dent’s course should not be tested by the result 
in this State, 

Mr. Powell will without doubt be a weak can- 
didate when the vote is counted. His ability as 
a speaker is unquestioned, but his reckless 
charges in the early part of the campaign and 
his juggling with figures have had a tendency to 
weaken him in the rural sections of the State. 
The record of Mr. Powell in Delaware County 
cannot be defended by his own political friends. 
As an attorney and collector his conduct can- 
not be defended. It is alleged that he collected

» money and failed to pay over the amounts to the 


rightful owners until threatened with criminal 
prosecution. THE TIMES’s correspondent con- 
versed with a gentleman a few days ago whohad 
business with Mr. Powell some years ago, and, 
while adverse to giving details, he assured the 
writer that Mr. Powell’s course and business 
transactions were most questionable if not dis- 
honest. The gentlemanreferred to isa well-to-do 
farmer in Delaware County, and only recovered 
his money by threatening prompt prosecution. 

While nothing reflecting upon Mr. Powell's 
professional conduct has before been written 
during the campaign, it is surprising to find how 
well his record is known in the rural districts, 
especially among the Weish people, of whom he 
claims to be one. That his name will bescratched 
in such localities there is no doubt. 

Senator Sherman is wide awake to the sitna- 
tion in this State. The loss of the Legislature 
would at once retire Mr. Sherman as a Presiden- 
tial factor, and, as at Toledo, it is “‘now or 
never” with the Ohio Senator.

OPERATORS TO BE DISCHARGED. 
Curcaco, Oct. 19.—The amalgamation 
of working staffs in Chicago of the Western 
Union and Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Com- 
panies has already begun. An official of the 
Western Union said to-day that no large num- 


ber of operators now employed by the Balti- 
moreand Ohio would be discharged, and that 
orders had been received from headquarters to 
make room for as many of them aa possible. 
‘We have therefore ceased to have any ‘ pick 
ups,’” said this official, “but have instead put 
Baltimore and Ohio operators in vacancies. 
The chief reduction will be in small 
receiving offices. The Western Union and Balti- 
more and Ohio have offices in large and small 
towns where one could do all the work, and 
in such cases one office will be closed. There 
may also be a reduction in the cen- 
tral working staff, but it will not be to 
any great extent. I doubt if the discharges 
throughout the country.will amount to more 
than 700 or 800. The Baltimore and Ohio, it is 
said, will pay the salaries of its employes for the 
first half of the month and the Western Union 
for the last half.

THE EPISCOPAL OONGRESS. 


IMPORTANT QUESTIONS DISCUSSED BY 
CLERGYMEN AND LAYMEN. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 19.—The second 
day’s session of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
Congress of the United States opened this 
morning at Liederkranz Hall.

The Rev. Henry Ziegenfuss, of Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., said one of the chief obstacles 
to the higher education of woman was the lack 
of desire on the part of men totreat women; with 
perfect fairness. 

The Rev. George W. Bumbell, of Chattanooga, 
took a Loge semgyge stand from those who had 
preceded him, The expression that ‘ woman 
should know all that is knowable” was perfectly 
shocking. He would ask of the small number of 
his own sex present which of them would want 
for his wifo.a woman who knows everything. 
The true position of woman is to reign within 
the home of man—to beautify, adorn, and en- 
noble it. 

The Rev. Dr. Harwood, of New-Haven, ad- 
vocated the study of Latin and Greek by women 
in order that they might understand their own 
language more perfectly 4s well as for many 
other reasons. . 

The Rev. John 8. Brooks, of Springfield, Mass., 
believed a high order of education was neces- 
sary for women in order to do their life’s work. 

Atthe night session the most important dis- 
cussion of the Congress took place, the topic 
being the ‘‘ proposal to change the name of the 
chureh.” 

The Right Rev. George 8S. Seymour, Bishop of 
Springfield, advocated a change from the name 
Protestant. 

The flon. L. Bradford Prince, of Flushing, 
Long Island, said the practical laity of the 
church found in the present name of the church 
a terrible obstacle to their attempt to christian- 
ize the American people, It was in every way 
an obstacle to church growth. Briefly in 
this land the church had two great enemies— 
infidelity and Romanism. The latter came upon 
this soil claiming an allegiance to a foreign Bish- 
op. The present name was a badge of sectarian- 
ism. Wecould not expect the other dexomina- 


tions to become “ Protestant Episcopalian,” but . 


they could invite them into the “ American 
Church,” 


CHICAGO BOARD OF TRADE. 


A COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE 
PRESIDENT. 

CuHIcaGo, Oct. 19.—The Board of Trade 
Direetors have appointed a committee, com- 
posed of George J. Brine, Gilbert Montague, and 
Z. P. Brosseau, to investigate certain charges 
made by Henry T. Wallace against President 
Wright. The gist of the charges, are that 
President Wright, while apparently fight- 
ing the bucket shops tooth and nail, 
was at the same time filling orders on the board 
for certain bucket shops. Nobody concerned is 
inclined to be communicative on the subject, 


but it is probable that the situation is about 
thus: Wallace, who is a member of ths 
board, had a branch’ establishment under the 
Commercial Hotel, from which quotations were 
cut off when war was declared on the bucket 
shops. Wallace claimed to be doing a strictly 
legitimate business, and didn’t take kindly to 
the loss of his quotations. By aud by he 6awa 
chance to get back at President Wright, and 
he did so by preparing an unsigned statement 
of what he considered irregularities and incon- 
sistencies on Wright’s part. This document he 
handed to one of the Directors. Mr. Wright 
heard of it, andatthe Tuesday meeting he at- 
tempted to have Wallace disciplined. Wallace 
reiterated his statements and asked for an in- 
vestigation, whereupon the committee was ap- 
pointed as named. 

The details of the statement cannot be learned. 
One of the points, however, is that A. M.Wright 
& Co. filled orders on the board for W. H. Epply 
& Co., who run a bucket shop under the Leland 
Hotel, and that there was displayed in the shop 
a sign to that effect. The committee will report 
in about three weeks.

FIVE THOUSAND HANDS IDLE. 


THE FIGHT BETWEEN THE SHOEMAKERS 
AND THE MANUFACTURERS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 19.—By order of 
Shoemakers’ District Assémbly No. 70, Knights 
of Labor, 5,000 hands engaged in the manufact- 
ure of shoesin this city quit work to-day, and 
24 factories paid off their bands and 


closed their doors. The order to ‘quit work 
was officially read out in the differens shops this 
morning. he manufacturers immodiately or- 
dered their hands to pack up their tvols, call at 
the office to get their pay, ana leave the 
shops. This meant that the sitwation was 
not looked upon by the manufacturers as 
a strike, but a discharge. The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Manufacturers’ Assosiation met 
this morning. After the meeting it was stated 
that no action had been taken toward a settle- 
ment of the differences; that they had given 
their ultimatum on Monday, and that any prop- 
osition looking toward a resumptioa of work 
must come from the men themselves, 

The men are hopeful that everything will be set- 
tled by the reorganization of the Joint Board of 
Arbitration within a few days, and thatthey will 
be ordered to return to work and let the new 
board settle the differences between the bench- 
men and their employers. : 

The shops now closed are Allen & Marvin, 
Arnold & Lyon, Croxton, Wood & Co,,M. Elkin 
& Co., Charles Freedman, Gibbon Brothers, P.

A LOWER RATE AGREED TO. 
Curcaco, Oct. 19.—After a stubborn 
fight, lasting nearly all day, the Weatern States 
Passenger Association to-day agreed to sell 
2,000-mile tickets at $40, or 2 cents per mile. 


The rate for 1,000-mile tickets will, bowever, 
continue at $25, or 2142 cents per mile. Before the 
inter-State commerce law went into effect all 
the roads in the country sold one-thousand-mile 
tickets to commercial travelers at $20. As un- 
der the new law the railroads could not sell 
tickets toa privileged class, but had to make 
the same rates to everybody, they decided to 
advance the rate to $25. 2 

This caused greater dissatisfaction among 
commercial men than anything the railroads 
have done since the new law went into effect. 
They claimed that a twenty-five-dollar rate 
was exorbitant, but in spite of their ener- 
getic protests most of the roads refused 
to recede from their position,on the ground 
that to reduce the rate to $20 would 
force a reduction in sy rates to 2 
cents a mile to St. Paul and Minneapolis and all 
Missouri River points, and in such an event 
they would be compelled to reduce the rates to 
intermediate points to the sameamount. Find- 
ing, however, that the opposition of the commer- 
cial men resulted in serious loss of business, some 
of the Western roads came to the conclusion 
that something had to be done, and they made 
the proposition to sell 2,000-mile tickets for $40, 
as the general public could not as well afford to 
invest in these as in 1,000-mile tickets. 
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HE ESOAPED FIVE BULIRTS. 

In the restaurant 26 Clinton-place, kept 
by Mrs. Roonie, Dr. William G. Wright, of 227 
East Thirtieth-street, fired five shots at Paul 
Jardine, of 124 East Sixteenth-street, late last 


night. \His marksmanship was poor, and he 
failed to hit his man. The doctor, who ts said 
to have been very drunk, was in the restaurant 
when Jardine came in. They quarreled. it is 
said, abouta woman. Jardine, who was sober, 
endeavored to avoid the quarrel, but the 
doctor took Jardine’s hat and coat 
and threw them on _ the floor. Jardine 
picked themup, ana as he was about leaving 
the place Dr. Wright drew a large revolver and 
fired five shots in quick succession. The bullets 
lodged in the mirrors and other articles of furntl- 
ture in the restaurant. Wright followed Jar- 
dine to the sidewalk, and was about to fire 
again when Poliseman Burke arrested and dis- 
armed him. The doctor was almost beside him- 
self with rage when he was locked up in the 
Mercer-street police station.

The yards and 
hotel had just been completed at a cost of $150,000. 
The hotel, fortunately was not damaged. and the 
yards will be reconstructed at once.

Twenty-two steers, two 
horses, and some hogs were also burned.

A SPECIMEN GEORGE MAN 


ENGAGED IN EATING UP A 
WIDOWS ESTATE. 

A LEAF FROM THE PROFESSIONAL REC- 
ORD OF THE GEORGE PARTY'S CAN- 
DIDATE FOR ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

ROCHESTER, Oct. 19.—The candidate of 

the George party for Attorney-General is D. OC. 
Feely, a lawyer of this city. A case is new be- 
fore the Surrogate of Monrose County in which 
Mr. Feely figures in a réle not altogether new te 
the legal profession, but one which invites crit!- 
cism and contempt. As attorney and claimant 
he some time ago set about eating up a widow’s 
estate. He has not concluded his meal, but that 
is more the fault of the authorities who have 
interrupted its progress. The counselor is one 
of the loudest shouters for the cause of “en- 
slaved labor’ in all these parts. 
principle which, on the face of things, is illus- 
trated by his course in this case entitles the 
facts to consideration. 


A little more than a year ago Anna Kane, a 
widow, died in this city, leaving a small prop- 
erty. She was without children, and as there 
were no near relatives to claim her effects, these 
seemed likely to be swallowed up by the State. 
Her property consisted of some $5,000 in local 
savings banks and real estate valued at about 
$1,000. It seems to have occurred to kind 
neighbors that the proper disposal of this estate 
demanded ita distribution among themselves. 
Atall events, plans were laid to seize it, and in 
their perfection Mr. Feely has played an eager 


lawyer's part, A number of creditors have filed 
“claims” against it, which are as ingenious as 
they are exorbitant. Mr. Feely is their attor- 
ney, and nobly has he risen to meet their 
demands upon his talent. In considering these 
claims the active legal mind is struck by one or 
two coincidences. The claims all date back to 
the year 1880, the sixth year prior to the widow's 
demise, and six years cover the period pre- 
scribed by the Statute of Limitations, as lawyers 
generally are aware. Their sum total is nearly 
$5,000, or almosf the amount of the widow’s 
savings. Thereisnorecord of their ever hay- 
ing been presented to her while she was pos- 
sessed of health and strength and the willing- 
ness as well as the means to pay them. Their 
very nature suggests the extreme difficulty 
often encountered by lawyers in drafting bills 
of particulars in delicate cases. 

Jounselor Feely early sought to have an Ad- 
ministrator of this estate, a friend of his, ap- 
pointed. In this he was disappointed, for the 
Surrogate selected the County Treasurer, Alex- 
ander MoVean, and upen him as Administrator 
has fallen the examination of these so-called 
claims. Three heirs have been discovered, poor 
people in Ireland, who, through counsel, have 
notified the Surrogate that they propose to as- 
sert their rights to the widow’s property. They 
have formally objected to the allowance of any 
claims except bills presented by the physician 
who attended the deceased. 

First upon the roll of creditors is D. ©. Feely, 
who for “legal services rendered from June, 
1880, to May, 1886, at the request of the de- 
ceased,” wants the sum of $500. He does not 
specify the nature of his “services” otherwise 
than “legal.” Next comes his client No. 1, 
Elizabeth Baratable, who demands payment for 
this modest bill:

The “making up” of a bank hook is nota 
very laborious task, as bank employes can 
testify, for they are the persons who generally 
do this for small depositors Client No. 2 is 
Mary A. Kane, for whom Mr. Feely asks the 
sum of $1,268 16. Her billis longer than that 
of Barstable, and it is brimful of particulars. 
Her memory carries her back no further than 
the law of limitations allows, and not so far 
back as Barstable’s by some months. For in- 
atance, in November, 1880, she “ paid for cloth 
for two night dresses” for the deceased the 
sum of $1 25, and “for making same” $1. 
Her mind, presumabDly owing to the inspiring 
power of her lawyer, grips a large variety of 
details for the bill of 1881, as a feminine mind 
naturally would under a pressure of circum- 
stances. She furnished in that year ‘three 
aprons,” ‘two dresses,” some “stockings.” 
She paid for “trimming a sun hat” 50 cents, 
She aversthat one day in July she did ‘sweeping 
and cleaning,” for which she now demand 
$1 50. Theitems for the years 1880, 1881, and 
1882 in all number 22, ranging in value from 50 
centa to $2. . Leaving these years behind her, 
she takes the water juup in fine style, to borrow 
a jockey’s expression, and goes careering over 
the rest of the course right merrily. ** For wash- 
ing, troning, and mending from March 7, 1880, 
to May 1, 1886, 296 weeks, at $2 per week, 
$5 92” is one of her sweeping charges. Another 
reads: ‘“‘ For cleaning house at various times 
from March, 1880, to May, 1886, one day each 
month, for 74 months, at*$1 50 per day, $111.” 
A third is for“ food furnished from March, 
1880, to Mar, 1886, one meal per day,at 25 cents 
each, 295 weeks, at $1 75 per week, $516 25.” 

If this post-mortuary hunger of Mr. Feely and 
Mr. Feely’s clients should happen to be ap- 

eased, the cost to the estate of the Widow 

ane would be almost $2,500. The remainder 
of her savings would be absorbed if other and 
equally remorseless creditors should be paid 
their demands. Mr. Barney O'Reilly, the un- 
dertaker, gave the widow a funeral whose 
grandeur would hardly have been surpassed 
had she died worth ten times $5,000. For this 
he charged $357 22. He threw in a burial plot, 
but subsequently remembered to charge $49 for 
thesame. Policeman P. T. Cummings collect- 
ed for the widow the rent of a house fora term 
of years, as he alleges, and now as he travels up 
and down his lonely beat he doubtless plans 
what he will do with that $989 93 if the Hon. 
George Raines is fortunate enough to secure bis 
claim against the ‘‘ widdy’s” estate. A Mrs. 
Mary Luddy also wants something out of the 
estate. She will be content with $800 for “ board 
and services.” 

Administrator McVean, after some investiga- 
tion, has practically decided that these claims 
are “fiaby.” He will so report to the Surrogate. 
If Mr. Feely is not ridiculed out of court by 
that time, he can go before a Referee and take 
his chances of establishing these claims by 
testimony. Meanwhile the widow’s savings 
will remain in good hands. and the rights of the 
heirs will be respected and properly protected.

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A WEER’S‘ WORK OF THE MILLERS. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 19.—The s#orth- 
western Miller says: * The amount of flour pro- 
duced last week was 163,600 barrels—averaging 
27,267 barrels. daily—against 167,900 barrels the 
preceeding week and 125,260 barrels for the cor- 
responding time in 1886.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


OBJECTING TO A REPORI. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 19.—Edwin Parsons, 
as a general mortgage bondholder and inter- 
vening plaintiffin the Robinson suit; Hugh H. 
Penny and Alfred Sully, as income mortgage 
bondholders and intervening plaintiffs in the 
Keisey suit, and Samuel W. Bell, as Trustee 
under the income mortgage, have filed 
exceptions in the United States OCir- 
cuit Court to the report of Masters 
Pollock and Dalls, recommending the Reading 
Railroad foreclosure decree. Mr. Parsons ex- 
cepts, first, upon the ground that the Masters 
erred in not including in the property to be sold 
under the general mortgage the leasehold in- 
terests in the North Pennsylvania and Bound 
Brook Roads. Second, by reason of pro- 
viding in the order of sale that all 
bidders, before making a bid, shall pay to the 
Trustee $500,000 as evidence of good faith, 


$25,000 as to the branches and leasehold in- 
terests, and $500,000 as to the bond and 
mortgage of the Coal and Iron Com- 
pany. Third, beeause they have not pro- 
vided that in applying the proceeds of the 
sale to the payment of interest on the generals, 
the general mortgage scrip, amounting to $825,- 
660, should be exeluded. Fourth, in not includ- 
ing as a charge upon the fund Mr. Parson’s out- 
lays, eXpenses, &c.,1n the proceeding. Fifth, 
because the Masters held that the proceeds 
arising from the sale ot the bond and mortgage 
of the coal and iron company should be applied 
first to pay principal and interest of the consol- 
idated bonds. Sixth, in holding that no sale of 
the mortgaged property be contirmed unless the 
bid therefor or the aggregate of the bids, if 
sold in parcels, shall amount at least to 
$500,000. The findings that the Trustes may 
adjourn the sale to be made and the form of ad- 
vertisement for the sale, which states that bid- 
ders shall be required, befote making a bid, to 
pay the Trustee the sums mentioned above as 
evidence of good faith, are also excepted to. 

Among the reasons given by Mr. Penny for ex- 
ceptions to the report, are that the masters did 
not hold the income mortgage to be a lien on the 
Jeasehold interests of the North Penn, Bound 
Brook, Shamokin, Sunbury, and Lewia- 
burg Roads, as well as on all the {Read- 
ing property, because they did not 
find that the conveyance to the Trustee 
of the mortgage of the income of the Reading’s 
business was a mortgage on all the property of 
the Reading, acquired and to be acquired, and 
because they reported that the Germantown, 
Norristown, Chestnut Hill, Plymouth, and the 
Tabor branches should be offered for sale sepa- 
rately. 

The exceptions in behalf of Mr. Sully and Mr. 
Beli include objections to the Masters not find- 
ing the income mortgage was a lien on all Read- 
ing’s leases acquired since Dec. 1, 1876, the date 
of the mortgage; to their not reporting that it 
was a lien on the North Penn, Bound Brook, and 
Shamokin, Sunbury, and Lewisburg Railroads, 
besides being a lien on all the Reading property; 
not finding that the consolidated 5 per cent. 
mortgage of Aug. 1, 1882, was posterior to it, 
and also in not reporting that all the judgments 
obtained against the road are posterior in lien 
to the income mortgage.

THE ALTON’S COMPETITORS. 

Sr. Louis, Oct. 19.—The Republican says 

to-day concerning the coming struggle between 


the Chicago and Alton and Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé Roads: 


“This new competitor of the Alton will be ready 
for business between the Missouri River and Chi- 
cago before the year is out, and before another 12 
months have rolied around the St. Louis and Kansas 
City line and @ branch trom Versailles, Mo., to some 

)0int on the Atchison in Southeastern Kansas will 
96 in the field as sharp bidders for traffic. ‘The Atch- 
ison’s plan further contemplates a linefrom Ven- 
ice or Kast St. Louis via Litchfield and Springfield, 
lL, to a junetion with the Kansas City 
and Chicago Road, and most likely this project 
will also be developed into a constructed ant fully 
equipped railway by the end of 1888. It is not 
claimed that any of these new lines of the Atchison 
will create enough new business for several years to 
justify their construction from a purely financial 
standpoint; but it is admitted that a division of ex- 
isting tratiic is to be forced, and since itis to be 
forced from lines that cannot secure business 
enough to employ 75 per cent. of their present ca- 
pacity, because their facilities are so far in excess of 
the requirements of commerce, the consequences of 
the Atchison’s paralleling ventures canbe correctly 
understood before any of them are in active operation. 
But while the entire Southwestern system of rail- 
ways will be directly or indirectly affected by this 
new competition, the Chicago and Alton willhave to 
contribute more toward its maintenance than any 
other line. Hitherto the relations between the 
Atchison and the Alton have been most intimate. 
Their arrangement for the interchange of traffic at 
the Missouri River was ona basis that was practi- 
cally an alliance, offensive and defensive as te every 
other line. The Atchison’s new lines east of Kansas 
will not only parallel the Alton between three ob- 
jective points, Kansas City, St. Louis, and Chicago 
and force a division of a business that the latter road 
has been years in building, but will deprive it of the 
benefits accruing from interchanges of traffic with 
the Atchison. When the value of these interchanges 
is measured and added to the loss that will be sus- 
tained by the division of existing traffic between the 
objective points, the Alton Company will know for 
sure how greatly and disastrously its earning power 
and opportunity have been circumscribed.” 


THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 19.—Owing to New- 
York orders and a renewal of confidence in the 
value of the Baltimore and Ohio property, the 
stock is kept up to 115, at which figure numer- 
ous sales have been made this week. The Balti- 
more and Ohio people now say that the road is 
in a first-class business condition, and that it 
will earn good dividends. Despite the numer- 


ous assertions to the contrary, the express and 
telegraph companies were both a drain on the 
company’s finances, and the road is better off 
without them. 

Robert Garrett is still in town, and is a daily 
visitor at the clubs. Wierever he goes he is 
soon surrounded by acrowd.

FATHER 
SEVEN DEATHS BY THE PARO- 
CHIAL SOHOOL COLLAPSE. 
INSPECTOR MARTIN DISMISSED BY THE 
FIRE COMMISSIONERS—IS THERE AN- 
OTHER BODY IN THE RUINS? 

Father A. Emilianus Kirner, Pastor of 
the Roman Catholic Church of Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel, is himself the seventh viotim of 
;the parocbial school calamity, in East One 
Hundred and Fifteenth-street, last Monday. He 
died at St Francis’s Hospital, at 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning. Father Kirner was born in Ger- 
many in 1826 and was educated in the gym- 
pasiums of his native place. At 15 years of age 
be entered asanovice the monastery of the 
Pious Society of Missions, in London. At 25 


years of age he was ordained to the priesthood 


‘at St. John Lateran’s in Rome. He continued 
there a year in mission service and went back 
to London, where he labored a number of years, 
assisting materialiy In the erection. of the well 
known st. Peter’s Basilica, in Hatton Gardens. 
Dnring its progress he spent a year in America 
collecting woney for the building fund. Re- 
turning again to Italy, he labored some seven 
years in the neighborhood of Rome establishing 
at Piedmont a college, of which he was the first 
Rector. It was not his principle to remain long 
in the enjoyment of any newly estabiished in- 
stitution, and after seeing the Piedmont College 
well along on a prosperous career he returned 
to London, where under Cardinal Manning he 
was Guardian of the poor of Holborn Union, a 
member of the Clerkenwell Vestry and of the 
local Board of Works, securing in the latter ca- 
pacity several important concessions from the 
municipality to the Catholic asylums and other 
justitutions. He came to New-York perma- 
nently in June, 1884, to engage in mission work 
among the Italians on the east side. His first 
nrission was in a dismal little flat in Eleventh- 
street, but in September of the year he arrived 
he laid the cornerstone of the Church of Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel, which was dedicated 
Feb. 2 last. 

The funeral will take place at the Church of 
the Holy Rosary, in East Fourteenth-street, at 
10 o’olock to-morrow morning. Father Edwards 
will officiate, assisted by Fathers wi gees and Mc- 
Cabe. Mgr. Preston, Vicar-General, will deliver 
the panegyric and (mere ee | Corrigan will 
give absolution. The burial will,be temporarily 
in Caivary Cemetery. 

All day long the ruin was atterded by an ever- 
changing crowd of curious spectators. Rumors 
were rife of two more bodies supposed to be in 
the ruins, but were not authenticated. A gang 
ot 20 Italians worked hard and faithfully at the 
task of excavation, and restored a large meas- 
ure of order outof the existing disorder before 
nightfall. During the afternoon Contractor Ed- 
wand Lynch, of One Hundred and Fourteenth- 
street, near Second-avenue, informed the work- 
men in charge of the excavation that Ed- 
Ward Reilly, a bricklayer, who lived in 
William-street, gone to work on the 
building on Monday and bad not been seen nor 
heard of since. Then others remembered having 
seen him on the job, and were surprised that he 
had been overlooked. Although asharpeye was 
kept on the work no indications of any further 

les were found up to the time the workmen 
quit for the day. Tue work will be pushed with 
Vigor to-day in the hope of quieting all anxiety 
regarding further casualties. The boy Levy. 
whose leg was amputated at Harlem Hospitalon 
Monday evening, is doing well, reports of his 
death tothe contrary notwithstanding. 

Coroner Eidman impaneled a jury of builders 
and business men, constituted of William 8, 
Miller, Robert McGinniss, John Uhl, Robert 
Power, Peter Schaetfer, F. J. Schengg, William 
Sloan, H. M. Tostewin, and D. F. Mahoney, and 
took them over;the scene of the disaster yester- 
day. After inspecting the ruins thejury were dis- 
missed, subject to summons from the Coroner 
to meet and hear the testimony of witnesses at 
a future time. 

The Fire Commissioners met at noon and re- 
eeived the report of Building Superintendent 
D'Oench regarding the inspection of the build- 
ing. Inspector William J. Martin presented a 
report to his superior, stating in substance that 
the work had been satisfactorily verformed up 
to the top of the second story. That after this 
Rather. Kirner continued with the work, and 
although he warned the Father not to proceed 
with it as it was in violation of law, his warning 
was not heeded, and the work proceeded in de- 
fiance of Jaw. He gave it as his opinion that the 
eollapse of the walls was due to the vibration 
gaused by the working of the engine on insufii- 
ciently braced walls. 

Superintendent D’Oench found fault with 
Martin for failing to report the evasions and 
violations of the law, and especially the carrying 
ef the building two stories higher than the per- 
mit specified. The portion of the work left 
standing indicated that it had been dangerously 
hurried. Asto Martin, he had been guilty of 
gross neglect cf duty. The Commissioners 
thought so too, and Mr. Martin was peremptorily 
dismissed from the force.

BIG PRICHS FOR SEATS. 


FOR MES, JAMES BROWN POTTER’S FIRST 
PERFORMANCE. 


Mrs. James Brown Potter’s American tour 
was inaugurated yesterday afternoon with a 


the first night at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre. The 


sale began at 4:30 o’clock with a large attend- | 


anceof men and women. Most of them had 
come With the intention of purchasing, but the 
prices realized were so high that many went 
away disappointed. The stage was boxed 
in with a huge diagram of the theatre 
serving as a back drop. Mr. John H. Draper 


was the auctioneer and Mr. James Barton Key 
and Mr. H. B. Lonsdale, Mrs. Potter's agents, 
acted as clerks. Mr. Harry Miner, Mrs. Potter’s 
manager, sat in the Gilaay box and watched the 
sale with a nervous interest that quickly gave 
place to complacent satisfaction, for it became 
evident early in the proceedings that the result 
would be one of the most remarkabie this 
country had ever known. 

The ball waa set rolling by Mr. Draper offer- 
ing box D. Thisis the first proscenium box on 
the left of the auditorium, and 1s usually re- 
served for Manager Stetson’s individual use. 
The first bid was a big one, but the competition 
was none the less lively for that, and the price 
quickly ran up into the hundreds, It was tinally 
knocked down at $400 to Mr. Fred H. Gould, 
who bought it for Mr. J. H. Flagler, of the 
Standard Oil Company. The next box, C,on 
the same floor and side as D, was sold 
to Mr. W. Berrian for $200. Then box A was 
offered. Thisis directly opposite C, and as box 
B is under all circumstances reserved for the 
Gilsey family, it was the only box remaining 
on the first floor. The siruggle for it was very 
hot, but Mr. Joseph Pulitzer out-bid all com- 
petitors, and he tinally got it for $390. The 
boxes on the second tier were then sold. Mr. 
J. H. Lyons got H for $100; Mr. B, Wood, G 
for $100, and Mr. Lamont, F for $75. The 
fourth and last box of this tier, E, went to 
Tyson, the speculator, for $60. The boxes on 
the third tier, which are not particularly de- 
sirable, were disposed of at $8 each. : 

With the boxes out of the way the auctioneer 
passed rapidly to the orchestra seats. There 
were no seats of any kind reserved, the whole 
diagram being thrown open tothe public. The 
first choice was knocked down at $10 50, tho 
successful bidder being the management of the 
enterprise, which took out a block of seats for 
the press. When asked foran explanation of this 
unusual proceeding, Mr. Lonsdale said: 

“If we bad put up the diagram with a whole 
block of seats reserved, it might have been said 
that there was trickery. So we concluded to 
throw the whole thing open, and if anybody 
cared to pay more for the press seats than we 
did they were welcome to them.” 

After the management had taken its whirl the 
sale resolved itself into a battle between the 
public and the speculators, with the usual result 
of the speculators getting the best of it by long 
odds. The latter had pooled their issues so as 
not to cut each other’s throats, as one of them 
put it, and Tyson did the bidding for the lot. He 
took row after row of choice seats at an average 
of about $10. Of the individuals who made 
purchases C. W. Pontin. got four seats 
at $20 each; Fred 4H. Gould several 
at $10 50; Mrs. Cutting, Dr. Collins, 
John Hoey, V. K. Stevenson, Albert Webber, 
and Mr. Minton, a member, at $10 each. The 
best seats in the orchestra circle were disposed 
of at $7 50 each, and the remainder went at an 
average of about $5. This price was too high 
for a majority of those present, and they waited 
anxiously for the firstrowin the balcony. The 
bid for first ehoice here was $3 25 and Tyson 
took the first two rows at that price. This so 
disgusted a large number of people that they 
jumped up and left the theatre. A few more 
sales were made at varying prices, and then a 
man named Canary bid $2, and took all that re- 
mained in the balcony. Mr. Lonsdale made a 
hurried estimate of the result, and placed the 
aggregate at between $10,000 and $11,000. 

This was a surprise to everybody. The man- 
agers were more sanguine than anybody else, 
but they had not dared to hope that so much 
money would be realized, Old theatrical man- 
agers said it was the most remarkable sale fora 
dramatic attraction that New-York had ever 
known. In point of money taken in it rivals the 
sales for Langtry and Bernhardt under Abbey’s 
management, and that, too, when the public was 
fully cognizant of the fact that on the second 
and all following performances the price of seats 
would be the same as regularly charged at the 
Fifth-Avenue Theatre.

A MISSION HOUSE IN FULTON-STREET. 
The Trinity Association is erecting a 

modern mission house in Fulton-street, between 

Church and Greenwich streets, and hope to open 

itearly next year, The building is after plans by

THE BLAZE WENT FOR NAUGHT. 





CONVICTED OF DEFRAUDING AN INSUR- 
ANCE COMPANY. 

The first conviction under the new sec- 
tion of the Penal Code providing for the punish- 
ment of persons for presenting false and fraudu- 
lent claims of loss to fire insurance companies 
was obtained yesterday by Assistant District 
Attorney Purdy in the Ceurt of General Seasions. 
The case was that of George Mayer, alias Franz 
Maykopf, who presented to the Greenwich Fire 
Insurance Company a false claim for $418 for 


loss sustained by a fire which destroyed his 
household effects in the house 168 Fourth- 
street, Long Island City, on April 24. 

The story is an interesting one. Mayer, it was 
proved, met last Winter one William Scharf, 
who spoke to him of a scheme of his for defraud- 
ing insurance companies. Mayer was a willing 
listener, and a scheme was coneocted between 
him and Scharf and a woman named Horst to 
rent the house in Long Island City, insure it, set 
fire to it, and claim the insurance. This scheme 
was carried out. Bladders filled with benzine 
were left in the house on April 24, and long 
fuses Were attached to them. These were set on 
fire and the fire bugs leftthe house. This was 
the scheme by which they hoped to escape de- 
tection and which Scharf said he had worked 
before 15 times. The fire by fuse would not 
reach the benzine for eight or nine hours. The 
incendiaries might in the meantime secure am- 
ple proof to be used in an alibi if one were to 
become necessary. 

Unfortunately for the success of the plan the 
men quarreled, and Clement Schurz, whose con- 
nection with the case is not very clear, but who 
seemed to Know all about it, ‘gave the onan 
sway.” Scharf and the woman disappeared an 
have not been found. Mayer was’ put on the 
stand yesterday and he denied everything. He 
told several wild stories of conspiracies to kill 
him entered into by Scharf and Schurz, and also 
about a proposition made to him by Schurz to 
murder an old man on Fifty-first-street for his 
money. The jury convicted him, and Judge 
Cowing remanded him until to-day for sentence. 
He may be imprisoned for five years and sen- 
tenced to pay a tine of $500, or both. 


WESTERN UNION RATES. 


THE TEN AND FIFTEEN CENT SCHED- 


ULES TO BE RAISED. 

The Executive Committee of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company met yesterday and 
discussed the question of rates, a question of 
considerable interest to the public, which, since 
the absorption by the Western Union of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Company, has 
been expecting an increase in telegraphic tariff. 


There were present Dr. Norvin Green, Gen. 
Thomas T. Eckert,/ John Van Horn, John T. 
Terry, Russell Sage, Alonzo B. Cornell, and Jay 
Gould. The following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved, That no advance in rates heretofore 
charged by this company be made, except in cases 
of the ten and fifteen cent rates between points 
where the handling of business at these rates has 
made an absolute loss; and be it further 

Resolved, That the officers of the company be em- 
powered and directed to reduce the rates now 
charged wherever in their judgment such reduction 
should be made. 

The meaning of these resolutions, according to 
Dr. Norvin Gree®, is that business done at a loss 
while the Baltimore and Ohio was a competitor 
will no longer be done on sueh a basis, while 
business which has paid the Western Union a 
fair return will not be compelled to pay an in- 
creased rate. 

The operators employed by the Baltimore and 
Ohio Company were in a gloomy frame of mind 
yesterday. They believe their services will be 
dispensed with on Nov. 1. Dr. Green said the 
administrative, executive, and clerical force 
employed by that company would be reduced, 
but that the Western Union would find work 
for nearly all the operators. The latter do not 
accept this statement on its face. They know 
they will receive their wages forthe present 

) month, but beyond that they fear to calculate 
upon anything more cheerful thar dismissal.

NORMAL SCHOOL TRAININ 


MR. DRAPER REVIEWS THE 
EDUVUATIONAL SYSTEM. 
CHILDREN SHOULD BE DEVELOPED 
EVENLY—TOO MUCH ATTENTION TO 

HIGH SCHOOLS—CERTIFICATES. 

At the conference of the Principals of the 
State normal schools, which was continued 
yesterday at the Museum of Natural History, 
the principal business was the consideration of 
the report of the Committees on Codification. In- 
cidentally thereto a discussion arose eoncerning 
the weak spots in the present system of normal 
instruction. A committee was appointed to 
draft a resolution which should express the 
sentiment of the conference that normal in- 
struction should be more generally extended to 
teachers of the normal schools. 

Dr. E. A. Sheldon, of Oswego; Dr, James M. 
Cassety, of Buffalo, and Dr. F. B. Palmer, of 
Fredonia, were appointed a committee to con- 
fer with a similar committee selected from the 
Regents and Principals of academies concerning 
the further unification of the work of the acad- 


emies and the normal schools. ‘his action was 
deemed advisable in consequence of the fact that 
the Principals disagreed as to the branches of 
study for which the Regents’ pass cards should 
be accepted inthe cases of applicants for ad- 
mission to the normal schools. Pending the 
conference of the above committees the Prin- 
cipals of the norma! schoois will use their own 
discretion in the matter of passing pupils in the 
branches enumerated on the strength of the 
Regents’ pass cards alone, 

It was resolved that third grade teachers’ cer- 
tifloates issued pursuant to the uniform State 
examination, under the supervision of the State 
Department of Public Instruction, should be 
aecepted in lieu of an entrance examination at 
the school. The Department of Public Instruc- 
tion was requested’ to prepare and send out the 

uostions for the next entrance examinations 

or: admission tothe normal schools and to es- 
tablish the standards of admission. 

State Superintendent of Instruction Draper 
was tendered a reception Jast night at Associa- 
tion Hall by the Mutual linprovement Associa- 
tion of Grammar School Teachers of the city 
of New-York. The reception was largely at- 
tended and Mr. Draper’s address, which was 
the principal feature of the occasion, was 
listened to attentively. Mr. Draper dwelt upon 
the supreme importance of education as shown 
by the conglomerate and crowded population 
of the great cities, and particularly of the city 
of New-York. He thought that in view of the 
marvelous growth of its system it was not 
strange that there was still much uncertainty 
as to the proper functions and scope of the pub- 
lic school, as wellasa lack of completeness of 
organization for carrying on that system. 

Then Mr. Draper devoted himself to the in- 
quiry as to what the schools ought to doin order 
best to perform their work. Their primary pur- 
_— was not to qualify pupils to earn a living. 

hey should seek to develop their children 
evenly in all directions, to train the brain to 
act for itself. He deplored the fact-that of late 
years 80 uch and so exclusive attention had 

een paid to high schools, because so mauy 
pupils in the public schools never got beyond 
the em) or grammar grade. Between the 
acquisition of the fundamental branches and the 
high schools Mr. Draper said he should set up 
manual training schools for all who care to take 
advantage of them. 

Mr. Draper dwelt at considerable length and 
with great eloquence upon the important réle 
played by the teacher in the educational scheme. 
It makes not so much difference what one 
studies, he said,as whom he studies with. If 
long years of experience has demonstrated any- 
thing, it is that normal training is an essential 
equipment to a good teacher. Mr. Draper 
thought too much looseness existed in many 
a as to the matter of. licensing teachers. 

e suggested the following plan, which, he 
thought, might serve to ameliorate some exist- 
ing evils of the system. 


1. Every officer in whose discretion it rests to de- 
termine whether a teacher’s certificate shall issue 
to an applicant must himself be required to estab- 
lish the fact that he is capable of holding an exam- 
ination and of determining the question intelligent- 
ly, or examinations for the determination of the 
question must be arranged and supervised by some 
central and general authority in a way somewhat 
similar to thatin which the Regent’s examinations 
are pow conducted. , 

2. The authority to certify the qualifications of 
teachers and the vege he to employ teachers 
should in no case be lodged in the same person or 
board, nor should the person or board exercising 
one power be in any way dependent upon the per- 
gon or board Poscoss ng the other. 

3. No certificate should be issued upon examina. 
tions held at stated times and places. Examinations 
should be public, and should be, at least in part, 
conducted in writing. The Dapere of the candidates 
should be kept for a reasonable time for review in 
case of —— or appeal, or for the inspection of 
officers whose duty it is toemploy teachers. The 
certificate should state the time and place and scope 
of the examination under which it was granted, and 
the percentages attained by the holder. 


4. The certificate should always precede employ- 
ment. 


WHAT THE NEW WATER FRONT MAY OOST. 

Simon Stevens, attorney for most of the 
owners, has submitted to the Dock Board and 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners a statement of 
the cost of water front property of private per- 
sons which the city will require for improve- 
ments and the probable cost of the improve- 
ments under the new plan. On the North River 


the property is all that between Harrison and 
Hubert streets, 920 feet. The cost is put at 
$445,000, including five piers. He estimates 
the cost of widening West-street along the whole 
line, building granite bulkheads, &c., at $316,- 
750; building three new piers, $180,000, 
making the cost for the land and improvements 
$941,750, On these improvements being com- 
pleted, he says, the Dock Board will get a reve- 
nue of $105,000 a year, sufficient to pay 3 per 
cent. interest on the city bonds and have a gur- 
ae yearly of $76,747 50 toward canceling the 
onds. 
The other property is on the East River be- 
tween Wall-street and Coenties-slip. Mr. Ste-. 
vens estimates the cost of land, new bulkheads, 
and six piers and widening Seuth-street at 
$1,480,041 60 and the income at $120,000 a 
die sufficient to pay 3 per cent. interest om the 
onds and leave a surplus of $75,598 75 yearly 
toward canceling the bonds.
